THE PROBLEM OF THE RURAL CHURCHES 
OF AMERICA AND THE ANSWER 
Rev. Fred Eastman, of Oyster Bay, New York, is con­ 
templating resignation from the minisiry. 
In a state­ 
ment published in March’s "Harpers Magazine,” 
Rev. 
Eastman recounts the problems which he encountered and, 
unable to solve, "brought me to the hilltop to wrestle 
with my questsont*,- 
The minister writes that in his own church he had been 
interested in community service. 
The war came 
and 
changed the course of his life, as it has changed others. 
He gave up his parish for Red Cross work and with the 
return of peace turned to seek somb position in which 
he could "develop on a larger scale the social and non- 
denominational work I had so much enjoyed in the parish. 
The opportunity came, I thought, when a secretaryship 
was offered me in one cff the gTeat home mission boards.” 
‘ A few years work with the board convinced him, Rev. 
Eastman asserts, that much of the money contributed 
for home missions was being diverted to aid in the estab- 
i lishment of denominational mission churches at home. In 
eome pf these sections, he found, there were competing 
denominations, each denomination maintaining a smalll 
I mission church and, because of the small number of the 
j memberships, the infrequency of pastoral service, and 
the inadequacy of the mission’s financial support, none 
of the missions making the progress they would have 
liked to have made.

Rev. Eastman writes: 
"In brief, the situation is this: a goodly prbportion of 
the money raised upon the appeals of the needs of these 
home missionaries among the Alaskans and Indians, the 
Taut# and the southern mountaineers .and among 
pioneer cauntry churches and city churches is being 
spent in the form of home-mission aid to the multiplicity 
of small competing rural and village churches in the 
older and more settled sections pf the United States. 
The proportion varies in different denominations but all 
W major denominations are guilty of the practica.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY MOVES TO MAKE 
BRÓADWAY CLEAN UF THE THEATRESs 
Just as Fifth Avenue sets the style paos for the re­ 
mainder of the nation in the fashion world,' so does 
Broadway and Forty-Second street effect the offerings in 
the theatre producing ftpheres. 
It is interesting to the 
whole nation, therefore, to read that several Broadway 
shows recently have come under investigation by the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office, &nd intimation is given that cer­ 
tain Broadway producers may be brought to trial in the 
campaign to "bar indecency from Broadway.” 
It will be recalled that sometime ago the navy depart­ 
ment probed for a time a play which concerned Hie in 
the marine corps. The affair^ at the time, created quite 
a furore. 
Now, press dispatches state, more than one play is be­ 
ing closely examined, to ascertain whether or not any of 
its lines or situations violate the legal code. 
So many similar attempts have been made to regulate 
the theatrical offerings, without a great amount of suc­ 
cess, that the present situation would be only slightly 
encouraging, were it not for the fact that the same dis­ 
patches reveal activity among the theatrical folk, them­ 
selves. to bring^ about a higher standard in the play­ 
houses.

An organisation among the players has baen formed 
to work to thii end and it is stated the powerful Actors 
Equity League is tb be asked to join forces with the new 
organization.
